Denton, Texas, May 5.— Early esti­ 
mates were that probably $50,000 
damage was done by a hail storm that 
destroyed most of the growing crops 
for a strip more than a mile wide and 
abc ut nine miles long in the north­ 
western part of Denton county, near 
Sanger, late yesterday. 
Many among 
the best wheat fields ready for har­ 
vest, were destroyed. 
Much cotton 
and corn was ruined and poultry 
killed. 
Only minor hail damage is 
reported from other parts of the 
county. 
One residence, nine barns and a 
large number of out-houses wore de­ 
stroyed by a straight wind in the 
Rector community in the southeast­ 
ern part of the county late Friday, 
according to word received here. The 
damage to crops was very heavy and 
in many instances these will have to 
be replanted. 
Heavy hall fell over a 
part of the section which extended 
over a wide area. 
No one was in­ 
jured so far as reports here show.

Dr. G. S. Fraps, experiment station 
chemist, reports some results of di­ 
gestion experiments with cotton burs 
which are of interest. 
Cotton burs 
n o r m a l l y contain some seed and lint 
which would make them of slightly 
better feed value than those used in 
this test where the seed and lint were 
separated from the burs, giving the 
digestibility of the burs alone. 
The burs were fed with alfalfa hay 
and were eaten well by* one of the 
sheep in the experiment altho not 
well by another. 
Cotton burs with 
no seed used in the digestion experi­ 
ment showed a protein content of 
7.69 per cent with 2.14 per cent of 
digestible protein and a productive 
value of 5.92. Cotton burs with some 
seed, average from the gin. had a 
protein content of 9.14 per cent with 
2.55 per cent digestible protein and 
a productive value of 5.37. Dr. Fraps 
concludes that cotton burs have a 
productive value ot about fifty-five 
per cent that of alfalfa hay. 
Also 
that the feeding \alue of these burs 
is slightly’ less than that of prairie 
hay but apparently about twenty-five 
per cent greater than is the feed 
value of cotton-seed hulls. 
Cotton-seed hulls are selling deliv­ 
ered in car-load lots at points in the 
western p a r t of the state for $18.50 
per ton. 
This price is undoubtedly 
considerably in excess of their actual 
feed value at the present time when 
compared with other feeds. Cattle eat 
cotton burs readily. 
One objection­ 
able feature is the sand and dirt that 
is usually adhering to and mixed with 
the burs. 
It would seem from tho 
feed value of these burs that this 
by-product could be fed in connection 
w ith concentrates to good advantage 
when there is a general scarcity of 
roughage.

CHICKEN LICE WORRY FOWLS 


Application of Biu« Ointment Ie Cf 
flcacious— Sodium Fluorid Alco 
Works Well. 


▲ »tudy of the life of chicken lice 
•hows that there are a dozen different 
hindi Infecting the same bird. Most 
• f them, however, frequent the rear 
P trt of the body at least once in every 
twenty-four hours where they obtain 
the necessary moisture for their life 
and growth. 
This moisture is obtain 
od from around the vent. 
This habit 
of Uce would answer one method of 
treatment, the use of blue ointm ent 
line olm ment applied around tho 
vent and under the wiug of each fowl 
aff acted seems to get rid of tho lice 
la a very short time. 
A piece tho 
slso of a good wi 'cd pea la planty for 
one bird, 
if tim blue ointm ent Is 
thick and heavy it should bo melted 
so that it can lie applied in a very 
thin layer. It Is well to make a second 
application two weeks after the first, 
especially lf tho birds are badly af 
fected. 
We find that about two applications 
a year seem to be sufficient to control 
the lice. 
Any of the advertised lice powders 
and many of the home made powders 
seem to work very well for a short 
time. Their results, however, are only 
temporary, thus Involving considerable

labor in holding down this trouble. 
Good dust wallow handy to the poultry 
house also adds considerably to con­ 
trolling this pest. 
Sodium fluorid cun also be used to 
control lice. 
This is a common prep­ 
aration which can be obtained at any 
dreg store. 
It is applied by what Is 
known as the pinch method. 
A pinch 
should be worked into the fluff of the 
tall, a pinch under each wing, a pinch 
on the back, and a pinch worked into 
the neck feathers. 
This treatm ent 
seems to work very well.

FATAL DISEASE OF TURKEYS 


Firat Symptom of Blackhead Is Slow­ 
ness of Movement—Poults Need 
Clean Quarters. 


The first .symptom of that fatal dis­ 
ease of turkeys, blackhead, la slow­ 
ness of movement. 
A poult coming 
down with this disease will show no 
symptoms in the early stages, but he 
will come trailing in after the rest of 
the poults have come in to roost; at 
first Just a few feet behind, gradually 
getting farther and farther In the rear i 
of the home-coming poults, until final­ 
ly the evening comes when he stop* 
by the wayside. 
When the first lagging is seen, shut ; 
the poult up, giro him only sour milk 1 
to eat. and give a dose of epnoni salts 
-He can have ail the chopped nettles 
dandelions or onions he will eat. but 
that is all. 
The droppings of affected 
poults should be buried. Poults will 
not thrive if fed where there is the 
tilth of other poultry. Keep them clean 
—that is. free from lice and m ites; 
feed them clean food on a clean board 
or trough, aud give them drinking Wa­ 
ter that has not been fouled. 


POULTRY NOTES 


RIBBON CANE MAY 
BE GROWN EASILY 


The growing of ribbon cane can be 
made a paying business on alm ost 
every farm in the south where ther 
Is a long enough season and plenty 
of rainfall. 
This crop does best on 
creek bottom land, but it should be 
fairly well 
drained 
for all* that 
Standing w ater will ruin alm ost any 
crop. 
The fact th at the ribbon cane 
does not have to be replanted for 
several years should appeal to thos 
who have a piece of land th at drains 
out in sum m er when the ribbon cane 
would be growing, but is generally 
too wet to prepare for planting in the 
spring. If it had ribbon cane stubble 
on it, you would only have to com 
mence plowing it out as soon as it 
got dry enough. 
Of course, this 
might call for som e hoe work also 
but this is a valuable crop and is 
worth it. 
Planting is done in very early 
spring in most sections. 
Preparation 
of the soil need not be elaborate. 
If 
the soil has been broken in the fall 
a good breaking in the spring and 
harrowing will get it In shape. 
Then 
you can lay off row s five feet apart 
and plant. 
Some m ake the rows six 
feet in rich soil w here the stalks 
would he very tall. 
I like this flat 
pluming, but the can m ust be covered 
four or five inches. 
Some farm ers 
plant in the open furrow after bed­ 
ding the soil, but this is bad if you 
have a long wet period. 
If you bed 
however, the spring breaking may be 
om itted, of course, but good prepara­ 
tion pays well. 
Getting seed may be a task unless 
there are other grow ers in your sec­ 
tion. 
In this it is well to touch the 
business lightly a t first. 
The stalks 
are simply laid in the furrow, being 
lapped a little, but not doubled unless 
you have weak stalks, and covered 
the proper depth. 
Now, the ribbon 
cane will be very slow in sprouting, 
so do not become im patient. 
The 
reason I like level planting is th at 
can run a spike tooth harrow across 
the rows before sprouts come thru 
and even afterw ard by slanting the 
teeth back. 
This keeps the soil in 
shape and kills weeds. 
Unlike sol 
ghum plants, the ribbon cane sprouts 
are tough, and when all are once thru 
are easily worked, the cultivation 
being done as level as may be with a 
cultivator up to the time the stalks 
get too tall. 
Syrup-making is done in late fall 
just before frost, as frost on the 
stalks will injure the quality of the 
syrup, making it acid. 
For home 
syrup-making a horse-power mill and 
a copper pan on a home-made rock 
furnace are common. 
For a higher 
business an engine-power mill and a 
number of pans connected together 
are used in some cases, tho there are 
a number of more elaborate systems. 
When cut, the stubble should be cov­ 
ered with dirt with two furrows with 
a turn plow, and harrowed down in 
the sprint, when it will come out and 
improve in yield for two or three 
years and then will usually begin 
dropping off. 
This syrup is all right for home 
use and (he home market, and can 
he easily sold to syrup refineries 
when shipped in barrels. 
There it is 
taken and mixed with other syrups 
to make a large quantity of standard 
grade. 
Before commencing making 
the syrup, write to the department of 
agriculture for instructions as to the 
I outfit needed, and how to use the 
outfit to produce syrup that will keep 
well. 
Iii several places in the south 
there are being established refineries 
now to mix the syrups and place them 
ion the market in the most palatable 
style, and thus a sure market is being 
created for the home-raised product.

is now being sold all kinds of stuff 
called syrup from extract of corn cobs 
to mixtures of black-strap and sugar 
beet refuse called sorghum substitute, 
and as long as this can be sold, any 
man can get good prices for real 
ribbon cane syrup that is properly 
made so as to keep without going to 
sugar or getting acid.

farm er is able to handle this large 
acreage because he has over $1,400 
w orth of farm machinery and imple­ 
m ents per farm as com pared to less 
than $200 worth on the Mississippi 
farm . 
The labor incomes of the 
farm ers of the two sections are pretty 
much in the same proportion. 


BUYING A TRACTOR 
MADE PROFITABLE 


There is no fixed minimum size of 
farm upon which a tractor can be 
used profitably, say the specialists in 
farm power who recently concluded 
an investigation for the United States 
departm ent of agriculture, to d eter­ 
mine the factors th at should be con­ 
sidered by farm ers in the purchasing 
of tractors. The kind of crops raised 
and the acreage of each are regarded 
as a better guide in determ ining 
w hether £ tractor is profitable on any 
farm , they say. 
“On gently rolling land the tractor 
has been found to work satisfactorily, 
but on farms where the land is hilly 
son.c difficulty is had. 
W here ordi­ 
nary soil conditions exist, tractors are 
doing satisfactory work. 
The tractor 
can be handled satisfactorily in the 
fields found on most farms, and will 
enable a farmer when plowing to 
finish the ends and corners without 
the use of horses.” 
Sir. outstanding points on purchas­ 
ing a ti actor are emphasized: First, 
the size of farm and fields; 
second, 
the kind of soil; 
third, topography 
fourth, tile work tractors do; 
fifth, 
the benefits; and sixth, the drawback 
of ownership and use. 
The use of a tractor on a farm of 
a certain size may be justified, while 
on another farm of even twice the 
size i.he reverse may be trite. 
Most tractor owners also use their 
lachiues for a large number of 
draw bar and 
belt operations, the 
lumber usually increasing the longer 
the machine is owned. 
Some of the- 
drawbacks of owning a tractor to 
which prospective buyers are urged 
to give due consideration are first 
cost, depreciation, interest, repairs, 
breakage, quality of work and cost 
of equipment. 
The benefits of a 
tractor are said to be the displace­ 
ment of work stock, saving in feed, 
increase in yield and size of the farm, 
and saving in hired help. 
Farmers 
are advised that if the decision to 
purchase a tractor is finally brought 
down to the drawbacks and benefits 
incidental to ownership, each should 
be considered, studied and weighed 
as it applies to the home farm. 
Each farm is a problem in itself 
as far as the use of tractors is con­ 
cerned, and the conditions and the 
peculiarities of one are lacking or 
magnified on another, say the investi­ 
gators. 
“The tractor may sometimes 
prove a profitable investment, oven 
tho it does not permit the owner to 
dispose of any work stock, as the 
aine of the work done with the 
ractor aud the time saved may more 
than off-set the cost of keeping the 
work stock which might ordinarily 
be diplaced.” 
The results of the investigation are 
contained in Farm ers’ Bulletin No. 
288, entitled “Shall I Buy a Trac­ 
tor,” copies of which may be obtained 
upon request to the United States 
department of agriculture at Wash- 
ton, D. C., free of cost.

City Ordinance. 


An ordinance of the city of D ecatur 
relating to the regulation of trait ic, 
the use of the streets of the city of 
Decatur by vehicles, the transporta­ 
tion of m erchandise and other prop­ 
erty upon said streets, the m oving, 
m ovem ents, stopping and parking of 
vehicles in the streets of Decatur, and 
upon the public square. 
Be it ordained by the city council 
of the city of Decatur in regular 
session assem bled: 
That hereat ter, 
all drivers and persons in charge of 
vehicles w ithin the corporate lim its 
of the city of D ecatur shall be re­ 
quired to observe the traffic rules 
and regulations hereafter set out, and 
a violation of any rn Ie or regulation 
by any person or persons shall con­ 
stitute a m isdem eanor. 
Section I.— Speed lim it for motor 
vehicles, 
fifteen 
miles an 
hour in 
business section; 
eighteen m iles per 
hour in resident section. 
Section II.— No vehicle will be al­ 
lowed to park in spaces so marked 
by "no p ark ing” signs. Provided that 
all vehicles carrying goods, w ares and 
m erchandise to or from stores from 
which they are sold or are to be sold 
shall 
have 
the 
right 
to stop and 
remain in the restricted district for a 
sufficient length of tim e to load or 
unload said goods, wares and m er­ 
chandise. 
Section III.— All vehicles parking 
on the public square shall back or 
head-in against the curb of the side­ 
walk around the court bouse. 
Penalty.— Any person who shall 
violate any section of the above ordi­ 
nance shall be guilty of misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punishable by fine not to exceed one 
hundred dollars.

ORGANIC MATTER IS 
FERTILIZATION AID 


The most profitable use of commer­ 
cial fertilizers in the production of 
crops is possible only when, an ade­ 
quate supply of organic m atter is 
m aintained in the soil. 
No greater 
error can be made by the farm er than 
th a t of depending upon commercial 
fertilizers to over-come the ill effects 
produced by a deficiency of vegetable 
m atter, poor tillage and the lack of 
drainage. 
In this connection it is 
well to rem em ber th a t the prim ary 
function of commercial fertilizers i3 
to add plant food to the soil and th at 
plant food is only one of the several 
factors essential to the profitable 
production of crope. 
The ability of the crop to obtain 
plant food and moisture from the 
soil, and also to profitably utilize the 
nutrients supplied in fertilizers is 
determined largely by the physical 
condition of the soil, and the solvent 
power of the soil water. 
Decaying 
vegetable matter produces that physi­ 
cal condition necessary for the proper 
aeration of the soil and also supplies 
by-products which, when dissolved in 
the soil water, greatly increase its 
solvent power for plant food. 
As a 
result of these effects the organic 
matter decreases the need for ferti­ 
lizers in the production of cotton on 
soils that are well supplied with the 
mineral plant foods and renders much 
more effective the mineral fertilizers 
that are essential on soils in which 
the mineral plant food naturally is 
somewhat deficient. 
The most im­ 
portant source of organic m atter for 
soils in the cotton belt is th at of 
green manures. 
Crops suitable for use as green 
manures in the cotton belt are of two 
classes— legumes and non-legumes. 
Of the first clas the cow-pea, soy 
bean, crimson clover, burr clover, 
vetch, melilotus and the velvet bean 
are most important; 
belonging to 
the second class are rye, oats, wheat, 
barley and millet. 
Ordinarily, cow-peas, soy beans and 
crimson clover will yield at least one 
and one-half tons of dry m atter per 
acre in tops plowed into the soil is 
equivalent to an application of six 
tons of average barn-yard manure, 
containing about twenty-five per cent 
dry m atter and seventy-five per cent 
water. 
Very few of the farmers in 
the cotton belt produce a sufficient 
amount of barn-yard manure to en­ 
able them to apply six tons of manure 
to every acre of cultivated land on 
their farms every four years. 
Prac­ 
tically all of them can easily add the 
equivalent of this much manure to 
their soils once every three or four 
years by the use of green manures. 
As to whether or not the entire crop 
should be plowed into the soil, or 
merely the roots and stubble, is to be 
determined by the owner. 
On soils 
that are quite deficient in organic 
m atter it will in general be a good 
practice to return the entire crop. 
Otherwise the crop should be har­ 
vested for hay and the needs of the 
soil for organic m atter will be deter­ 
mined by the manure returned to the 
soil. 
The Alabama agricultural ex­ 
periment station reports an increase 
in yield in one case of six hundred 
and ninety-six pounds of seed cotton 
to the acre, or eighty-three per cent, 
due to plowing under a crop of cow­ 
pea vines on the land which had been 
in cotton the previous season. 
Nitrogen is the most costly of the 
constituents of the commercial fer­ 
tilizers, its commercial value usually 
being more than three times that of 
either phosphoric acid or potash. For 
this reason the farmer should attempt 
to secure from the air— which is 
four-fifths nitrogen — that nitrogen 
that is needed in the production of 
his crops by the introduction of 
legumes into his cropping system. 
A 
crop of cow-peas yielding one and 
one-half tons of hay per acre will, if 
returned to the soil, increase the 
nitrogen supply approximately sixty- 
five pounds per acre. 
To add this 
much nitrogen would require nine 
hundred and thirty pounds of cotton 
seed meal or four hundred and thirty- 
three pounds of sodium nitrate. 
In 
addition, the organic matter supplied 
by the cow-peas is usually of greater 
value than the nitrogen. 
Similar 
yields of soy beans and crimson 
clover would produce at least seventy 
and seventy-five pounds of nitrogen 
per acre. 
The non-legurainous green 
manure crops, such as small grains, 
millet, etc., while not increasing the 
amount of nitrogen in the soil are, 
nevertheless, nitrogen savers, owing 
to the fact that they prevent loss 
from leaching and erosion.
